How Much To How Many? 


Mr. Haslam, member of the legislature 
for Claresholm-Nanton, has been in an 
explaining mood. He told a gathering of 
his constituents he voted for the $200 in- 
crease in sessional indemnities because the 
motion would have carried anyway. Six- 
teen members, he said, had served notice 
on the Premier they could not live on the 
allowances and would have to if 
these were not raised. 

But sessional indemnities are not sup- 
posed to be yearly salaries. They are in- 
tended to be just what the name implies, 
indemnities paid to members to compen- 
sate them for their absence from their 
private business interests for a few weeks 
in the year. If this understanding is to be 
changed, and members given a full salary 
status, a couple of inferences follow im- 
mediately. 

One is that the $2,000 per year salary 
will have to be made $2,500 or $3,000. 
Bearing in mind election and other ex- 
penses—which “other expenses” would be 
increased if membership became a fuli-pay 
job—the higher figure rather than the 
lower will need to be set, and in the neces- 
fary course of things, will be. 

But a proposal that the province 
support a legislature of 63—or even 60— 
members at $3,000 per year salary would 
bring a demand from the public for a 
radically reduced legislature. If that is de- 
sired the change Mr. Haslam indicates 
from an indemnity to a salary basis, will 
likely bring it to pass.

Many of the letters I have received recently 
deal with questions about normal conditions of 
the tongue and mouth. Evidently, many people 

} are interested in these particular troubles, and 
| this article today is being written for them. 

| Glossodynia is one of the disorders which 
| may affect the tongue, producing a painful sen- 
sation. Generally, both sides are painful. In- 
stead of complaining of pain, the patient may 
complain of a burning sensation or may say that 
the tongue is sensitive and feels as though it had 
been scalded with hot food. This condition may 
| arise from a number of causes, such as pressure 
| from dental restorations which do not fit pro- 
| perly; pernicious anemia; and a deficiency of 


vitamins in the diet. When the cause can be 
located and corrected, the outlook for relief is 
good. Neuralgia of the tongue will cause a pain 
on one side alone, this pain following closely the 
cause of a nerve. 

Inflammation of the tongue, or glossitis, not 
only causes pain, but causes the formation of 
bright red patches, which are irregular in out- 
line, and are sharply defined. These patches 
may be smooth and glossy. Glossitis is often 
due to some form of anemia. 

Burning of thé tongue may be due to inflam- 
| mation, or in a few cases is due to the patient 
| being sensitive to the rubber used in artificial 

dentures. Sometimes it is due to a disturbance 
| of the joint of the jaw. 
| Coating of the tongue is a very familiar 
symptom. A heavy coat is often due to constipa- 
tion, liver or gall bladder troubles, indigestion, 
| or colitis. It may be due to an unbalanced 
| dietary in which case a change to better eating 
habits will clear the tongue. As a general rule, 
| when the tongue i& coated, the most likely place 
to look for trouble is the digestive tract. 

Peculiar tastes in the mouth are commonly 
reported and may occur as sweet, bitter, or 
metallic tastes. Or, the patient may complain 
chiefly of an unpleasant taste, which may be the 
result of gum disorders, digestive upsets, liver 
trouble, poor mouth hygiene, or decayed teeth. 


Mouth ulcers or canker sores are usually a 
digestive warning, being due to the fact that the 
patient has eaten not wisely, but too well.

ss of the mouth comes from an insuffi- 
cient secretion of saliva and may be seen in 
diabetes or nephritis. It sometimes follows the 
use of certain kinds of drugs. 

An over-secretion of saliva is commonly 
mentioned in letters which I receive. There 
l e causes, such as nervousness, 
disturbances in the diges- 
ritation induced by dentures 
tipation and faulty 
causing this trouble.

They recognized the power of re- 
ligion as a redemptive force They | 
included kindness, personal con-| 
fact, and the study of the in- 
dividual as essential factors. 


CHRISTIAN SCHOOLS 


For these unfortunate boys, the 
founder of the “Christian Schools” 
established schools and workshops, 
in which they were taught the vari- 
ous trades suited to their tastes and 
dispositions. On being received,| 
they were divided into two classes: 
those decidedly vicious, and those 
who showed merely weakness of 
character. These groups were kept 
distinct and received separate treat- 
ment. They were allowed to work 
and to recreate themselves during 
several hours of the day, and those 
who were not of independent means 
were taught trades All were 
given good books to read, and were 
taught such branches as were suit- 
able to their age and degree of in- 
struction 


The utility of natural forces in 
softening and refining character 
was not overlooked. Accordingly 
lessons in nature study were giv- 
en te the boys; they were shown 
how to cultivate garden plots, to 
raise flowers, to care for pet ani- 
mals and birds. In @ word, new 
interestea were created for them 
in order to make them forget the 
undesirable habits into which 
many of them had failen.
